DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were originally objected to by the examiner for failing to designate Figures 
11 & 12 as "Prior Art," and failing to include reference sign(s) mentioned in the description. 
The replacement sheets of Figures 10A, 10B, 10C, 1 1, & 12 were received on 07 April 2008 and 
are approved. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure was originally objected to because of a typographical error. The 
Specification has been amended to correct the error and the objection has been withdrawn. 

Additional Prior Art of Record 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nozawa et al. (US 6,264,315 Bl) teaches an ink tank and ink jet cartridge with a 
plurality of supplying parts disposed at respective intervals with intervals between the supplying 
parts varying depending on the different colors of ink. 

Claim Information 

4. Claims 11-21 are cancelled as requested in Applicant's Amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 2 & 4-10 are allowed as amended. 
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6. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance. 

As related to amended independent claim 1 as well as dependent claims 2 & 4-10, an 
additional search was conducted based on the amendments to the independent claim and 
the existing and additional prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an ink 
container comprising a plurality of supplying parts which include a specific supplying 
part that supplies yellow ink which undergoes the most significant color change 
attributable to color mixing and is disposed adjacent to another supplying part at an 
interval greater than the intervals between other supplying parts excluding the specific 
supplying part.
